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MEMORANDUM ORDER 

Dismissing Without Prejudice the Petitioner's Claims 

The petitioners in the above captioned cases are detainees or former detainees' 
held at the Guantanamo Bay Naval Station in Cuba. The petitioners assert that this court 
is empowered to grant their writs of habeas corpus pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 2241. This 
circuit, however, has held that "[fjederal courts have no jurisdiction" over habeas 
petitions of enemy combatants^ detained at Guantanamo. Boumediene v. Bush, 476 F.3d 
981, 984 (D.C. Cir. 2007). Accordingly, this court dismisses, without prejudice, the 
detainees' claims for lack of jurisdiction.

To the extent petitioners challenge their designation as enemy combatants, Congress has 
made clear that this circuit, not the district court, has "exclusive jurisdiction to determine 
the validity of any final decision of a Combatant Status Review Tribunal that an alien is 
properly detained as an enemy combatant." 10 U.S.C. § 801 note; 28 U.S.C. § 2241(e).
